dirt  out  there,"  Principal  Gary  Maestas  told  the  assembly. 
"We've  measured  twenty-five  paces  and  twenty-five  feet. 
(Former  Principal)  Robert  Gardner  is  out  there  right  now

"We  are  still  outside  looking  for  the  buried  time 
capsule,"  Robert  Gardner  said.  "We'll  find  it  certainly  by 
the  next  millenium.

Mattapoisett  Special  Town  Meeting 

Decembers,  1997

A  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett  was  called  to  order 
on  Monday,  December  8, 1997  at  7:30  pm  in  the  auditorium  of  Old  Rochester  Regional 
High  School  by  Town  Moderator  William  Blasdale  upon  noting  the  presence  of  a 
quorum.  Also  present  were  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  Executive  Secretary. 

The  turnout  for  the  meeting  was  an  estimated  110  members.  The  first 
order  of  business  was  the  nomination  by  Bob  Bancroft  of  Selectman  John  DeCosta  as 
Mattapoisett's  Man  of  the  Year.  Mr.  Bancroft  asked  for  a  "show  of  appreciation  and 
esteem"  for  a  man  he  thought  deserving  of  the  title.  The  opinion,  obviously  shared  by 
countless  audience  members,  was  confirmed  with  a  standing  ovation  for  Selectman 
DeCosta,  who  was  visibly  moved  by  the  gesture.  The  final  decision  for  the  "Man  of

the  Year"  contest,  which  is  sponsored  by  The  Standard-Times,  will  be  published  in 
their  December  12  issue. 

The  first  article  on  the  Special  Town  Meeting  warrant  was  for  the 
allocation  of  a  total  of  $907.85  from  Free  Cash  for  unpaid  bills  from  the  1997  fiscal 
year.  When  the  question  arose  from  the  audience,  "Why  does  this  happen  every 
year?"  the  answer  from  the  board  was  that  these  unpaid  bills  were  the  result  of  bills 
arriving  after  the  books  for  the  year  had  been  closed.  The  article  was  passed,  109  to  1. 

The  second  article  referred  to  supplemental  budgets  in  the  sum  of 
$146,500,  which  would  be  appropriated  for  the  1998  fiscal  year. 

Selectman  DcCosta  noted  that  the  $3,500  for  the  Town  Hall  were  fees 
that  were  used  to  purchase  a  Portajohn  and  design  fees  that  are  being  used  for  the 
Town  Hall  handicap  accessibility  renovations. 

School  Committee  Chairman  Andy  Lynch  addressed  the  issue  of  the 
$119,000  which  the  school  budget  is  short.  He  explained  that  this  much-needed 
money  had  nothing  to  do  with  wages,  rather  it  was  money  needed  for  the  Special 
Needs  projects  for  disabled  students.  He  noted  that  there  are  75  students  in  K-6  who 
have  disabilities  to  some  degree,  ranging  from  reading  disabilities  to  severe 
handicaps. 

Mr.  Lynch  explained  that  three  children  had  unforeseen  problems  this 
year,  thus  the  extra  money  needed.  Further,  the  state  only  provides  the  system  with 
approximately  $400  per  child,  when  the  actual  requirement  is  about  $20,000  per 
child. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Lynch  requested  that  people  contact  their  legislators  and 
demand  a  change  in  the  system  so  that  these  requests  do  not  happen  annually.  "I 
urge  you  most  vigorously  to  support  this  and  to  contact  your  legislators"  he  said. 

Selectman  Michele  Bernier  offered  an  explanation  for  the  $24,000  needed 
to  supplement  the  Police  Officer  wages.  She  offered  that  it  was  due  to  certain  officers 
"stepping  through  the  system"  who  were  entitled  to  more  than  the  average  3  percent 
raise.  Negotiations  were  under  way  and  were  expected  to  finish  shortly. 

One  audience  member  requested  that  the  article  be  divided  so  that  each

money  allocation  could  be  voted  on  separately,  but  the  motion  was  denied.  Finally, 
the  article  passed  109  to  1. 

The  third  article  was  in  regard  to  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall  for 
compliance  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA). 

Architect  Steve  Kelleher  moved  that  $76,000  from  Free  Cash  be  used  to 
complete  Phase  1  of  the  project,  which  will  consist  of  a  handicapped-accessible 
bathroom,  an  elevator,  and  additional  meeting  room  space,  as  well  as  ramps  at  the 
rear  of  the  building  and  one  adjacent  to  the  Town  Clerk's  office.  Construction, 
architecture,  and  engineering  are  all  included  in  the  figure. 

The  article  passed  109  to  1. 

The  fourth  article  of  the  night  was  for  the  allocation  of  $500  from  Free 
Cash  to  assist  the  Commission  on  Disabilities.  The  article  passed  unanimously. 

The  fifth  article  was  presented  by  resident  Joe  Slatterly  in  regards  to 
potential  power  supply  contracts.  He  is  seeking  the  best  rate  possible  for  the  town's 
power  supply.  The  article  passed  unanimously. 

the  sixth  article  was  for  the  allocation  of  $1,500  from  Free  Cash  to  cover 
fees  for  the  electric  deregulation  costs.  Selectman  Bernier  explained  that  the  money 
will  pay  for  two  negotiators  at  a  law  firm  who  will  work  for  the  town  to  receive  the 
best  rates  for  electrical  services.  Ms.  Bernier  added  that  she  hoped  it  was  a  one-time 
fee. 

The  article  passed  109  to  1. 

Article  7  dealt  with  the  Railroad  Right  of  Way  issue.  Town  Counsel  Dan 
Perry  presented  the  issue.  The  town  wants  to  acquire  the  three  miles  of  railroad  from 
Fairhaven  to  Marion  by  purchase,  gift,  or  eminent  domain.  He  explained  that  the 
town  has  the  right  of  use,  but  not  ownership  of  the  railroad.  He  suggested  that  the 
town  could  purchase  the  property  for  $25,000. 

Water/Sewer  Superintendent  William  "Nick"  Nicholson  also  wants  the 
right  of  the  railroad,  and  suggested  that  it  could  be  given  as  a  charitable  donation. 

Steve  Kelleher  continued  that  to  go  forward  with  the  proposed  bike  path 
project,  at  the  end  of  February  1998,  the  town  would  need  to  own  that  land  and  could

not  go  forward  without  ownership. 

Capital  Needs  Committee  Chairman  Randall  Kunz  expressed  concern 
that  "Free  Cash"  —  which  is  where  the  proposed  $25,000  would  come  from  —  equals 
"excessive  taxation/'  and  he  questioned  whether  it  is  worth  the  bike  path  project.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  bike  path  project  is  $800,000  —  90  percent  of  which  would  be 
paid  by  the  federal  government.  The  article  passed  80  to  20. 

The  eighth  article  suggested  that  $10,000  be  transferred  from  the  Water 
Enterprise  Fund  and  that  $9,500  be  transferred  from  Article  30  of  the  1996  Annual 
Town  Meeting  to  provide  funds  for  a  Water  and  Sewer  Financial  Study. 

Water  and  Sewer  Commissioner  James  Huntoon  stated  that  "Mattapoisett 
is  coming  to  a  crucial  point,"  and  is  expanding  tremendously  in  terms  of  its  use  of 
water  and  sewer.  He  explained  that  several  people  are  on  septic  systems  that  would 
like  to  go  on  to  the  sewer  system.  Mr.  Huntoon  said  that  the  town  needs  to  do  an 
analysis  of  costs  and  evaluate  costs  as  new  customers  come  on  board. 

Mr.  Huntoon  also  expressed  concern  for  the  cost  of  repairs  on  pipes,  that

in  some  cases  date  back  to  the  1800's.  The  article  passed  90  to  1. 

The  ninth  article  suggested  the  establishment  of  a  Sewer  Enterprise  Fund 
that  was  presented  by  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioner  James  Huntoon.  The  article 
passed  80  to  10. 

The  tenth  article  was  presented  by  Barbara  Pepin,  a  Special  Needs  teacher 
at  Old  Hammondtown  School,  whose  ring  was  damaged  moving  a  filing  cabinet  at 
her  office.  She  requested  that  the  town  pay  for  the  repair,  which  was  estimated  at 
$975. 

Mr.  Chase,  a  town  resident,  suggested  that  this  sort  of  request  was 
"dangerous  territory,"  as  it  would  set  a  precedent  for  future  liability.  The  article 
failed,  80  against  to  10  in  favor. 

Article  11  was  petitioned  by  resident  Tony  Lockwood,  which  suggested 
that  there  be  a  Detailed  Line  Item  Budget  presented  at  Town  Meeting.  This  would 
enable  the  voters  to  know  precisely  what  they  were  voting  for  and  exactly  how  much 
money  was  being  allocated  for  such  items.  He  requested  that  the  information  be 
provided  free  of  charge  and  readily  accessible  fourteen  days  before  Town  Meetings. 

The  Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  reminded  Mr.  Lockwood  that  all  of 
their  meetings  —  as  well  as  the  School  Committee  meetings  —  were  open  to  the 
public  and  welcomed  people  to  come  and  peruse  the  budgets.  The  article  passed  by  a 
slim  margin  of  50  to  49. 

In  Article  12,  the  FinCom  recommended  the  sum  of  $69,000  be  transferred 
from  Free  Cash  to  the  town's  Stabilization  Fund.  That  would  bring  the  total  of  the 
fund  to  $150,000.  The  article  passed  unanimously. 

In  Article  13,  the  FinCom  recommended  the  sum  of  $30,000  be  transferred 
from  Free  Cash  to  the  Reserve  Fund  of  the  town. 

This  money  will  be  used  for  unexpected  expenses.  Last  year  the  fund  had 
a  total  of  $20,000  and  as  of  right  now  the  fund  is  depleted. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  there  was  $539,000  in  Free 
Cash,  and  by  the  end  there  was  only  $190,000  remaining.  The  article  passed 
unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  articles  to  consider,  the  Special  Town  Meeting  was 
adjourned  at  9:50  pm.

Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

December  9, 1997 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order 
on  Tuesday,  December  9  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Albert  E.  Winters,  Selectman  Jonathan  "Jody"  Dickerson,  and 
Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  signing  treasury  warrant  #24  for  the  week  and  approving  the 
minutes  of  the  December  2  meeting,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  approve  all 
town  licenses  for  1998  including  Common  Victualler's,  Liquor  Licenses,  and 
Amusement  Licenses. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board  received  a  letter 
from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  (DOR)  certifying  the  town's  Free 
Cash  in  the  amount  of  $475,845  as  of  July  1, 1997.  Chairman  Schaefer  noted  that  the 
amount  is  more  than  what  was  anticipated. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  next  sent  notification  to  the 
board  that  the  town's  application  for  a  Natural  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination 
System  permit  has  been  reviewed  and  appears  to  be  complete.  "You  may  be 
contacted  for  additional  information  as  the  permit  is  developed,  should  it  be 
necessary  to  clarify,  modify  or  supplement  any  previously  submitted  information," 
the  letter  stated. 

Bob  Marso  of  the  Marion  Council  on  Aging  (COA)  next  sent  a  memo  to 
the  board  regarding  the  1999  Capital  Budget.  According  to  Mr.  Marso,  the  COA  has 
begun  the  process  of  securing  a  grant  to  help  replace  the  handicap  transportation 
van.  As  part  of  this  process,  they  need  to  submit  a  preapplication  request  to  the 
Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction.  With  this 
request,  they  must  secure  the  town's  commitment  to  participate  in  the  purchase  by 
paying  20  percent  of  the  total  cost. 

Mr.  Marso  noted  that  the  vehicle  will  cost  an  estimated  $39,050,  of  which 
the  town  would  be  expected  to  contribute  $7,810.  The  preapplication  needs  to  be 
filed  by  March,  1998  and  the  completed  application  by  May,  1998. 

Selectman  Winters  noted  that  the  handicap  van  is  a  valuable  service  to 
Marion  residents.  "It  may  not  be  obvious,  but  there  are  many  people  who  benefit 
from  this  service,"  he  said. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  next  submitted  a  memo  and  a  copy  of  the 
recent  indoor  air  quality  assessment  performed  by  OccuHealth,  Inc.  along  with  an 
invoice  for  $1,415  for  the  study.  Since  the  Fire  Engineers  are  not  budgeted  for  this

item,  they  were  requesting  assistance  in  securing  funding  for  the  study.  Chairman 
Schaefer  noted  that  she  would  discuss  this  with  Steve  Hayes  and  the  board  agreed  to 
take  the  matter  under  advisement  for  two  weeks. 

Com/Electric  next  sent  a  request  for  temporary  rights  for  the  installation 
of  poles,  transformer,  and  service  facilities  at  the  site  of  the  sewer  project  off  Benson 
Brook  Road  in  Marion.  This  request  is  to  supply  underground  primary  wire  and 
transformer  to  the  site.  In  order  to  secure  permanent  rights,  Com/Electric  has 
submitted  an  article  to  be  placed  on  the  next  Town  Meeting  warrant  which  would 
grant  easement  rights  to  the  company. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  temporarily  grant  rights  for  installation 
to  Com/Electric  until  the  Town  Meeting  article  is  put  to  a  vote. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  George  Ferry,  Owner/Manager  of  Barros 
Drive  Cafe,  to  discuss  his  request  to  extend  the  establishment's  hours  of  operation 
until  2:00  am  on  New  Year's  Eve  instead  of  their  usual  1:00  am  closing  time.  The 
board  members,  however,  were  not  willing  to  grant  Mr.  Ferry's  request. 

"We've  not  granted  such  requests  before,  and  I  have  some  real  safety 
concerns  with  people  coming  from  out  of  town  to  take  advantage  of  that  last  drink," 
Chairman  Schaefer  said.  "There's  a  dangerous  s-curve  in  town  and  I've  seen  too 
many  accidents  there  already." 

"Our  main  priority  is  the  Town  of  Marion,"  agreed  Selectman  Dickerson. 
"I'd  hate  to  see  someone  rushing  through  town  to  catch  last  call.  And  I  really  don't 
think  an  extra  hour  of  celebrating  is  going  to  make  that  much  difference." 

"I  don't  think  it's  worth  risking  the  lives  of  other  Marion  residents  just  to 
take  advantage  of  an  extra  hour  of  business,"  agreed  Selectman  Winters.  "That's  a 
dangerous  night  to  be  out  as  it  is." 

Mr.  Ferry  noted  that  he  only  made  the  request  because  he  found  that 
most  other  bars  and  lounges  in  the  area  —  including  Wareham  —  will  stay  open  until 
2:00  am  on  that  night.  But  Chairman  Schaefer  noted  they  are  the  licensing  authority 
in  Marion  and,  as  such,  they  are  not  obligated  to  extend  the  establishment's  hours,

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

December  8,  1997 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  December  8  at 
7:30  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  William  Chamberlain,  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes,  Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean,  and 
Administrative  Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  December  1 
meeting  —  with  Selectman  Hawkes  abstaining  —  the 
board  reviewed  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week, 
beginning  with  a  letter  of  complaint  from  James  and 
Holly  Vogel  regarding  dogs  owned  and  kenneled  by 
Harold  "Buzz"  Mendoza,  their  neighbor  on  Hiller  Road. 

Mr.  Mendoza  has  several  hound  dogs  on  his 
property  which  he  raises  and  enters  in  competition  and  he 
has  a  kennel  license  for  this  purpose.  However,  the 
animals  often  consistently  howl  and  disturb  Mr.  and  Ms. 
Vogel.  "We  are  confronted  on  a  daily  basis  of  continuous 
barking  from  dogs  at  the  H.  Mendoza  residence  at  32 
Hiller  Road,"  the  Vogels  wrote  in  their  letter  to  the  board. 
"Our  residence  is  directly  adjacent  at  42  Hiller  Road  ... 
(and)  this  extreme  and  unresolved  nuisance  persists  with 
no  apparent  end  in  sight  and  we  are  unable  to  tolerate  this 
incessant  disturbance  any  longer." 

Mr.  and  Ms.  Vogel  went  on  to  say  that  the  dogs 
barked  all  day  on  Thanksgiving  and  guests  who  were  at

their  home  could  not  believe  the  distraction.  During  the 
summer  months,  the  couple  also  had  guests  at  their  house 
who  left  because  they  could  not  tolerate  the  howling  of 
the  dogs.  In  addition  to  losing  sleep,  Ms.  Vogel  has  a 
medical  condition  which  requires  her  to  rest  and  maintain 
a  low  level  of  stress  —  something  which  has  been 
impossible  with  the  dog  disturbance. 

"There  is  no  longer  peace  in  our  lives  with  this 
horrendous  situation  and  we  respectfully  invite  any  of  the 
board  members  to  visit  our  home  and  witness  —  as  have 
so  many  other  officials  within  the  Town  of  Rochester  — 
this  situation,"  Mr.  and  Ms.  Vogel  wrote.  "Officer  William 
Chamberlain's  comments  this  past  Sunday  upon  hearing 
the  barking  was,  'you  people  have  a  real  problem  here.' 
We  have  been  silently  and  respectfully  attempting  to 
resolve  this  matter  for  two  years  with  the  Mendozas,  but 
the  situation  persists  and  we  are  forced  to  approach  ...  the 
Board  of  Selectmen." 

Chairman  Cutler  added  that  there  are  "piles  of 
information"  on  file  regarding  this  matter  and  he

to  attempt  to  rectify  this  situation.  Assistant  Animal 
Control  Officer  Richard  Sevigny  also  noted  that  he  visited 
the  property  and  noted  that  the  "dogs  barked 
continuously  during  my  time  at  the  house." 

Mr.  Sevigny  also  added  that  Mr.  Mendoza  may  be 
in  violation  of  his  kennel  permit  since  he  has  seven  dogs 
on  the  property  but  only  five  on  file  with  the  town.  He 
would  also  suggest  an  investigation  be  made  regarding 
the  sale  of  these  dogs  and  if  Mr.  Mendoza  is  vaccinating 
the  animals  on  his  property. 

Selectman  Hawkes  asked  if  Mr.  Mendoza's  kennel 
license  could  be  revoked  for  such  violations. 
"Absolutely,"  Mr.  Sevigny  said.  "It  can  be  revoked  and  he 
would  then  have  10  days  to  appeal." 

Janice  Look  also  noted  that  Mr.  Mendoza  is 
building  an  addition  onto  the  kennel  at  the  back  of  his 
property  and  she  isn't  sure  whether  or  not  he  has  applied 
for  a  Building  Permit.  Animal  Control  Officer  Tom 
Medeiros  confirmed  that  Mr.  Mendoza  intends  to  add 
onto  his  existing  kennel. 

Chairman  Cutler  suggested  the  board  send  a 
certified  letter  to  Mr.  Mendoza  advising  him  that  they 
would  like  him  to  attend  a  hearing  on  this  matter  and  that 
they  intend  to  revoke  his  kennel  license  if  he  doesn't 
comply.  With  that  in  the  form  of  a  motion,  it  was  passed 
by  majority  vote  with  Selectman  Chamberlain  abstaining 
due  to  his  involvement  in  the  matter. 

At  8:00  pm  the  board  continued  a  pole  installation

hearing  from  last  week  upon  a  request  from  Bell  Atlantic 
to  install  a  new  jointly-owned  utility  pole  on  High  Street 
to  support  wires  which  are  currently  attached  to  a  tree.  AJ 
Teufel,  Rights  of  Way  Manager  for  Bell  Atlantic,  was 
present  for  the  hearing. 

Chairman  Cutler  wanted  to  know  why  utility 
wires  were  initially  attached  to  a  tree.  Mr.  Teufel  said  he 
wasn't  sure  how  that  happened  himself.  But  this  new  pole 
installation  would  rectify  that  situation  and  the  eye-hook 
bolt  would  be  removed  from  the  tree. 

There  was  only  one  abutter  present  for  the 
hearing,  and  he  had  no  objections  to  the  installation.  With 
that,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  grant  Bell  Atlantic's 
petition  to  install  a  new  jointly-owned  utility  pole  on 
High  Street. 

Selectman  Chamberlain  asked  Mr.  Teufel  how  the 
company  was  doing  on  getting  rid  of  the  many  "double 
poles"  in  town.  Mr.  Teufel  advised  that  they  have  been 
working  on  that  process,  and  the  list  of  double  poles 
which  Selectman  Chamberlain  submitted  to  him  has  been 
very  helpful  in  speeding  things  along. 

At  8:15  pm  the  board  met  with  Fire  Chief  Scott 
Ashworth  to  discuss  a  recent  donation  to  the  Fire 
Department  and  potential  conflict  of  interests.  First,  Chief 
Ashworth  noted  that  they  recently  received  a  device 
called  a  PulseOx  unit  which  allows  department  personnel 
to  monitor  a  person's  oxygen  level  via  their  pulse.  About 
a  month  ago,  one  such  unit  was  donated  by  the  Annie 
Maxim  House. 

Now,  members  of  the  North  Avenue  Residents' 
Association  have  kindly  donated  another  PulseOx  unit  — 
which  costs  about  $725  —  to  the  department.  "It's  an 
expensive  piece  of  equipment  and  we  have  one  unit  in  the 
main  ambulance,"  Chief  Ashworth  said.  "I  hope  the  board 
will  vote  to  accept  this  (second)  donation."

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the 
donation  and  asked  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  North 
Avenue  Residents'  Association  and  the  Annie  Maxim 
House  thanking  them  for  their  generous  gifts. 

Next,  Chief  Ashworth  noted  that  he  was  asked  to 
check  into  a  potential  conflict  of  interest  with  one  of  his 
Fire  Department  members.

Approximately  one-third  of  the  town's  oldest  buildings  — 
up  until  1850  —  were  researched  in  the  1970's  and  will  be 
updated.

If  any 
owner  of  a  home  with  historic  value  has  compiled  its 
history  and  would  be  willing  to  share  this  research, 
including  any  relevant  anecdotes  or  commentary,  it 
would  be  much  appreciated.

■  Midnightin  theGardenof Good  andEvil.  Starring  John  Cusack 
and  Kevin  Spacey.  Directed  by  Clint  Eastwood.  Running  time: 
155  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  select  theaters. 

Over  the  past  decade  or  so — dating  back  to  Pale  Ride r  and 
Bird  —  Clint  Eastwood  has  developed  a  moody  and  meditative 
style  that  can  be  immensely  satisfying.  Eastwood  trusts  us  to  be 
adults,  to  sit  still  and  relax  into  a  narrative.  Yet  his  deliberate 
style  only  works  when  he  gives  us  ambiguities  and  complexities 
to  savor,  as  in  Unforgiven.  A  slow  pulp  movie  like  Eastwood's 
Absolute  Power  merely  seems  slow,  giving  us  too  much  time  to 
pick  at  the  plot  threads. 

Midnight  in  the  Garden  of  Good  and  Evil  is  certainly  not 
pulp,  and  it  might  be  more  disreputable  fun  if  it  had  been  pulp. 
The  movie  is  based  on  John  Berendt's  bestseller,  which  reads 
like  a  shot;  if  Berendt  had  written  the  book  the  way  Eastwood 
has  directed  the  film,  nobody  would've  gotten  past  the  first 
chapter.  A  flamboyant  director  like  Kenneth  Branagh  might 
have  captured  the  juicy  vitality  of  the  book.  Eastwood  dries 
everything  out,  telling  the  basic  story  at  a  snail's  pace. 

Berendt  narrated  his  book  as  a  detached  outsider  and 
observer  drawn  into  the  local  color  of  Savannah,  Georgia. 
Eastwood  and  scripter  John  Lee  Hancock  (who  previously 
collaborated  on  A  Perfect  World)  replace  Berendt  with  the 
fictional  John  Kelso  (John  Cusack),  a  writer  doing  a  story  for 
Town  and  Country  about  the  legendary  Christmas  party  thrown 
by  Savannah  antiques  dealer  Jim  Williams  (Kevin  Spacey).  The 
Kelso  character  has  been  given  a  more  active  role  than  Berendt 
had  in  the  book,  but  Cusack  never  quite  registers;  he  seems  to 
be  floating  around  in  the  margins  of  the  movie. 

Spacey,  the  best  reason  to  see  Midnight,  gives  his  usual 


suave,  effortless 
performance  as  the 
mysterious  Williams. 
Williams,  it  seems,  is 
having  an  affair  with  a 
mercurial  young  stud 
named  Billy  Hanson 
(Gattaca's  Jude  Law, 
who  makes  a  vivid 
impression  in  his  few 
scenes).  One  night,  a 
drunk  and  hot-headed 
Billy  visits  Williams  in 
his  study;  they  have  an  argument  that  leaves  Billy  shot  to  death 
on  Williams'  Persian  rug. 

Was  it  self-defense  or  outright  murder?  That  was  the 
mystery  that  held  Berendt's  local-color  anecdotes  together. 
The  film  compresses  Williams'  four  trials  into  one  and  retains 
a  few  of  the  book's  odd  characters,  including  a  guy  who  ties 
flies  to  his  clothes  (Geoffrey  Lewis),  an  elderly  voodoo  woman 
(Irma  P.  Hall),  and  the  flashy  drag  queen  Lady  Chablis,  who 
plays  herself  —  a  little  of  her  goes  a  very  long  way.  Boy,  get  a 
load  of  all  these  quirky  people!  The  movie  is  often  like  a 
Lettermen  sketch  about  weirdos,  stretched  out  over  two  and  a 
half  hours.  Eastwood  had  more  success  with  a  group  of  misfits 
in  his  Bronco  Billy,  a  fine  movie  that  suggested  he  could  adapt 
Berendt's  difficult-to-adapt  book. 

Why  couldn't  he,  then?  Maybe  nobody  could  have;  some 
material  simply  works  better  on  the  page  than  on  the  screen. 
Eastwood  gets  points  for  trying,  but  Midnight  in  the  Garden  of 
Good  and  Evil  lacks  dramatic  power  and  focus;  it's  one  long 
ramble  surrounding  a  routine  courtroom  drama,  meandering 
and,  finally,  boring.  It  asks  whether  we  can  really  know  the 
truth  —  a  question  asked  and  answered  brilliantly  in  Akira 
Kurosawa's  Rashomon,  a  far  better  and,  God  knows,  far  shorter 
film.
